These several Magis- 
trates nrein a way types of the class com- 
mon everywhero in China. Tho really 
efficient man‘is apt to be ‘onsty’ at times, 

anid the man who is never ‘nasty’ is not 
unlikely very inefficient. Thero ought to 
be a ‘plebiscite’ among foreigners in 
China as to the kind of Magistrate which ig 
on the whole not te be preferred ! 

- Meanwhile Western Learning is (tem- 
porarily) relegated to ‘the realms of 
Never,’ whence we have faith to believe 
that it will at Iast emerge- 

Whether any of those who have now 
potted it and toyed with it will then be 
alive, isa problem to which different an- 
ayers. will be given by different persons 
according as their courage is greater or less.

During 
this exterided period he has, it ls presumed, 
prepared many Trade Returus at. ports 
where he haa acted as Het Majenty's repre- 
sentative. Doubtless also he haa had to 
atudy - closely and constantly, the Trade 
Reporta of Secretaries of Lagation, in addi- 
tion to those written by Cansula for China, 
Japan, Corea, and other’ more distant 
laces, He has therefore had ample ap- 
portunity for observing how far tho facts 
disclosed in documents of the kind, in the

In preparing a thoatlea on Political Hoo 
nomy for the uae of Chinese, it ia of itepor- 
tanoa to extract what is universally troe 
from the mass of cantrovorsy. In thia dif- 


ficult<task the author har, we think, suc- 
ceeded. Muny theories of the older sthool 
af ecoriomista which seamed when pro- 
pounded to be logically irrefutable, were 
yet, in the condition of Europe at the time, 
impracticable, The danger at the y Present 
day perhaps je, that many of the hard truths 
of the older school may be neglected and in- 
jury done by nnacientific attempts toset up 
sentimental Utopias. The necessity of 
studying the practicability as weil as the 
abstract trath of thoories on Political 
Economy ia much better. underatood since 
practical lawyers’and statesmen like Mr 
M’Cleod and the Duke of Argyll have given 
us theirvaluable works, ‘Banking ' and The 
Hidden Foundations of Society.” Oppor- 
tunities of discerning haw abstract theories 
of Political Eeonomy T2n be put into prac- 
tice beneficially, and the resultn they will 
produce not in-sn idesl state of Society but 
in any state of Society, have been much 
incrcased sinco the Budget speeches of Mr 
Gladstone whe combined the attainments of | 
® great abstract economist, and a most 
skilful financior. 

It will be observed that the author lays 
no claim te originality. Probably there are 
not many thoughts in his work which are 
not toe be fuund in the books and speeches 
of men of ackuowledged authority. But 
Mr Gardner's reading ranges over tho 
entire ficld, and he bas made the best uso 
of the material gathered from every ayai- 
lable source, Moreover the maforial has 
been passed through tho alembic of the 
author's mind, and isaucd in forma suited 
to the Chineso mind.

Complaints having been received that 
the insurgents were continuing hostilities 
5 oS against the Spaniards, ihe President, an 
cane consultation with meinbers of the Cabinet 
Austrian corvette and Acting Secretary of the Navy Elkin, 
determined that they. should cease. This. 
cablegram pas accordingly sent to Dewey 
on September 7 by Acting Secretary Allen: 

‘ By direction of the President, you will 
exert your influence during suspension of 
hostilities between the United States and 
Spain to restrain insurgent hastilities to- 
ward Spaniards, and, while maintaining a 
position of rightful supremacy as to the i- 
surgents, to pursue, so-far as possible, a 
conciliatory course to all.' 

In vidw of these despatches Administra- 
tion officials say there is no questiun.of the 
right of this Government to take any ac- 
tion it pleases respecting the archipelago, 
hno engagements whatever having been 
nade with Aguinaldo or -any faction of the 
insurgents respecting the furtherance of 
their cause, or the kind of goverinnent 
which should be given te them npon the 
conclusion of the war.
